Indianapolis, Feb. 2S. — After the 
house, by a v ote of 99 to 0. had adopt 
ed the VanXuys senate bill prov iding 
for publicity of franchises four weeks 
before a franchise may be acted upon 
by a city council. Speaker Cook said: 
“The house has now passed ev ery 
measure which the Democratic state 
platform called for.” The house passed 
the bill limiting trains to eighty-fiv e 
cars. 
The Harlan “blue sky” bill as it 
originally passed the senate was sub­ 
stituted in the house by a measure 
written In the attorney general’s of­ 
fice, which was passed, and it will now 
go to the senate for concurrence in 
the “amendment,” which consists of a 
complete change in the bill after the 
enacting clause. 
Senator White’s bill aimed to pro­ 
hibit the use of public drinking cups 
passed the house by a v ote of f>9 to 24. 
The spirit of this measure is embodied 
in the Adam anti-roller towel bijl, 
which earlier passed the house. 
Although many 
members of 
the 
house were opposed to amendments 
made in the senate to Representativ e 
Adam’s bill 
amending the corrupt 
practices act. the house concurred. 
One of the principal objections to the 
bill, howev er, was on a section that 
was in the bill originally—that which 
permits candidates for judgeships to 
contribute to campaign funds. 
A hill 
to establish pensions for teachers in 
cities hav ing a population of more 
than 20,000 and less than 100,000 pass­ 
ed the house, as did a bill to appropri­ 
ate $90,000 for Indiana’s share in the 
Panama Canal exposition In San Fran­ 
cisco in 1915. A senate hill amending 
the law on the publication of legal no­ 
tices to giv e Progressiv e party papers 
a share in county printing passed the 
house by a v ote of 59 to 27 after a 
lengthy debate. 
A bill prov iding that 
county superintendents, on the peti­ 
tion of township trustees, shall ap­ 
point the trustees as depositories or 
dealers in school books under the law 
gov erning the sale and distribution of 
school books, was passed, 95 to 1. 


Se na te Pla c e s Ba n on Ciga re tte s . 


The senate passed the Hauck anti­ 
cigarette bill, making it unlawful for 
any person under the age of twenty- 
one years to smoke cigarettes. 
The 
only discussion of the bill was by Sen­ 
ator 
llauck, who said that ev eryone 
knows that it is harmful for a minor 
to use cigarettes: that their use In 
young persons stunts their growth as 
well as their minds. 
The present law' 
on the cigarette subject applies only 
to persons sixteen years old or under. 
The senate also passed the bill giv ­ 
ing to ev ery sheriff in Indiana the 
right to collect from the counties the 
“in and out fees” and increasing the 
fee for boarding prisoners from 40 
cents to 50 cents a day. Another fees 
bill, applying to ev ery county clerk in 
Indiana, also was passed giv ing to 
county clerks the right to’ collect fees 
for the performance of scores of <1* 
tail duties. 
The supreme court has 
passed on the v alidity of similar clerks' 
and the sheriffs’ fee proposition. The 
clerks’ bill was held inv alid on the 
grounds that it was passed ov er the 
v eto of former Gov ernor Hanly at an 
improper time. The bills w'ere passed 
: at the 1907 session and v etoed by Mr. 
| Hanly. 
At the next session, in 
1909, 
they were passed ov er his v eto, but in 
! the interv ening time there was a spe- 
( cial session and the court held that 
the clerks’ bill should hav e been acted 
i on at that session. 
Representativ e Masselink's bill re­ 
quiring pilot enginemen and conduc- 
I tors to accompany trains ov er strange 
roads also was passed in the senate. 
Another railroad bill requiring the 
locking of water cranes and water 
spouts when not in use was passed.

Meyer, forty-nine years old, one of the 
most prominent business men of this 
city, committed suicide by drowning 
himself in a large tank on the fourth 
floor of his factory building.

to hav e been the reason for the act. 
Besides his widow, eight children sur­ 
v iv e. 
Workmen saw him go to the fourth 
floor, where the tank is located, but 
thought nothing of it. When he failed 
to return home his wife sent word to 
the office.

Co. , “would mean a halt in industrials 
that would affect every wage earner 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific." 
The Morgan document views prac­ 
tically the entire course of the Pujo 
investigating committee and is in an- 
sw’er to nearly all the charges made 
b efore the committee. 
The b rief was 
sub mitted in response to an invitation 
b y Chairman Pujo for w itnesses to 
supplement their testimony if they so 
desired.

of Carrying Out the Promises of the 
Administration, and the Senate Is 
Not Far Behind, Leaving the Closing 
Days Free For Transaction of Rou- 
tine Business. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 
2S. — After 
the 


house, by a vote of 99 to 0, had adopt- 
ed the VanNuys senate bill providing 
for publicity of franchises four weeks 
before a franchise may be acted upon 
by a city council, Speaker Cook said: 
"The house has now passed every 
measure which the Democratic state 
platform called for." The house passed 
the bill limiting trains to eighty-five 
cars.

The Harlan "blue sky" bill as it 


originally passed the senate was sub- 
stituted in the house by a measure 
written in the attorney general's of- 
fice, which was passed, and it will now 
go to the senate for concurrence in 
the "amendment," which consists of a 
complete change in the bill after the 
enacting clause. 


Senator White's bill aimed to pro- 


hibit the use of public drinking cups 
passed the house by a vote of f>9 to 24. 
The spirit of this measure is embodied 
in the Adam anti-roller towel bijl 
which earlier passed the house. 


Although many memoers of the 


house were opposed to amendments 
made in the senate to Representative 
Adam's bill amending the corrupt 
practices act, the house concurred 
One of the principal objections to the 
bill, however, was on a section that 
was in the bill originally—that which 
permits candidates for judgeships to 
contribute to campaign funds. A bil 
to establish pensions for teachers in 
cities having a population of more 
than 20,000 and less than 100,000 pass 
ed the house, as did a bill to appropri 
ate $90,000 for Indiana's share in the 
Panama Canal exposition in San Fran 
Cisco in 1915. A senate bill amending 
the law on the publication of legal no 
tices to give Progressive party paper: 
a share in county printing passed the 
house by a vote of r>9 to 27 after i 
lengthy debate. A bill providing tha 
county superintendents, on the peti 
tion of townshin, trustees, shall ap- 
point the trustees as depositories o 
dealers in school books tinder the Ian 
governing the sale and distribution o 
school books, was passed, 93 to 1. 


Senate Places Ban on Cigarettes. 
The senate passed the Huuck anti 


cigarette bill, making it unlawful fo 
any person under the age of twenty 
one years to smoke cigarettes. 
Th< 


only discussion of the b|ll was by Seii 
ator Hauck, who said that everyom 
•mows that it is harmful for a mino 
to use cigarettes: that their use in 
voting persons stunts their growth a: 
well as their minds. The present la\\ 
on the cigarette subject applies onl> 
o persons sixteen years old or under. 


The senate also passed the bill giv- 


ng to every sheriff in Indiana the 
right to collect from the counties the 
'in and out fees" and increasing the 
fee for boarding prisoners from 40 
:ents to 50 cents a day. Another fees 
bill, applying to every county clerk in 
Indiana, also was passed giving to 
county clerks the right to' collect fees 
for the performance of scores of de- 
tail duties. The supreme court has 
passed on the validity of similar clerks' 
and the sheriffs' fee proposition. The 
clerks' bill was held invalid on the 
grounds that it was passed over the 
veto of former Governor Hanly at an 
improper time. The bills were passed 
at the 1907 session and vetoed by Mr. 
Hani}-. At the next session, in 1909, 
they were passed over his veto, but in 
the intervening time there was a spe- 
cial session and the court held that 
the clerks' bill should have been acteQ 
on at that session. 


Representative Masselink's bill re- 


quiring pilot enginemen and -conduc- 
tors to accompany trains over strange 
roads also was passed In the senate. 
Another railroad bill, requiring the 
locking of water cranes and water 
spouts when not in use was passed.

party.

Theodore Roosevelt could not 
lead 


the Republican party as its candidate 
for president that he split the party 
two ways. 
Some fellows who were 


trailing Theodore had a notion that 
they ought to be leaders, too. 
and 


they snatched an opportunity to get | 
into a party where they could do a 
little leading on their own account. 


Although 
Theodore 
Roosevelt 


would probably deny any past action 
or word of his that, would not be 
consistent with his present 
inten- 


tions, it was a patent fact that he 
would have accepted the nomination 
on the Republican ticket at any time 
during the course .if the 
Chicago 


convention. 


It was the nomination and noth- 


ing more that he sought. It was the 
right to lead the Republican party 
by the nose wherever he chose that 
caused him to go to 
Chicago and 


fight the losing fight. lie told mes- 
sengers that he would accept 
the 


nomination on the platform that was 
framed for the convention. lie said 
nothing of these many "progressive" 
planks until he had been defeated. 


That phitform on which he was 


willing to run said nothing about re- 
ducing the southern 
representation 


to the national convention; it said 
nothing about the many other ''re- 
forms" that he has so persistently 
kept before the public eye since he 
was defeated for the nomination.

Altogether the company has disposed 
of about $4,500,000 worth; of stock. 


Heam sets out that the company 


was incorporated with a capital 
stock of $5,000,000 under the laws 
of Xew Jersey. He says much of the 
company's stock has been exchanged 
foi- stock iii life and casualty insur- 
ance companies, which stock is of 
questionable value. 


It is alleged that the company has 


been paying a ]0 per cent, dividend 
on the selling price of the 
stock, 


which was $20, and that in reality 
this amounted to the company pay- 
ing a dividend of 20 per cent, as the 
company received only $10 on eacli 
share of stock sold. Later, it is al- 
leged, a 7 per cent, 
dividend 
was 


paid, this beingr equal Jn the com- 
pany paying a dividend of 
14 per 


cent. 
These dividends, it 
is said, 


were paid out of the proceeds from 
the sale of stock, thereby reducing 
and withdrawing capital of the cor- 
poration to the injury of the plaintiff j 
and other stockholders. 


Heam alleges that the officers of 


•the company and Quinn entered into 
a conspiracy to defraud the 'Stock- 
holders. 
Under this contract it is j 


alleged Quinn has to sell the stock of 
| the company at twice the par value, 
par value being $10, and was to re- 
ceive 'one-half the sale price for his 
services. 
It is alleged the agents 


of the company represented- the $10 
premium was, to be used for surplus, 
and that the company was earning 
profits from the business operations 
of the company.

SOME, AT LEAST, SO DECLARE 


Statement Given Out by Big Finan- 


cier's. Firm on the Eve of the Money 
Trust Committee's Report to Con- 
gress Has Created Much Adverse 
Comment in Washington on the Part 
the Members of the Committee. 


Washington, Feb. 2S.—J. Pierpont 


Morgan & Co., has just filed with the 
Pujo committee a brief in which it 
contends that the committee has failed 
absolutely in its effort to establish the 
existence of a money trust. The Mor- 
.gau brief questions the accuracy of 
statistics that have been introduced in 
evidence before the committee, charges 
that false inferences have been drawn 
from them, and otherwise attacks the 
attitude of the investigators toward 
the financial problems of the day 
The Morgan banking firm contends 
that the present financial ills of the 
country are the result of a clumsy anc 
outworn banking system rather than 
the outcome of scheming on the part 
of any group of men. No money trust 
legislation, but careful diagnosis o: 
the entire banking system is what is 
needed, according to the Morgan brief 
The brief goes into the causes of the 
1907 panic and characterizes as "in 
credible and abhorrent'' the idea 
thrown out by the resolution unde 
which the committee has conducted 
its' investigation that the distressing 
conditions were caused by the unfor 
tunate machinations of powerful me_..' 


The brief attributes the concentra 


tion of banking resources in New Yorl 
to the fact that great industrial de- 
velopment has required it and also t< 
the fact that the banks have moved in 
this direction as a matter of self- 
defense. 


"A step backward," says Morgan & 


Co., "would mean a halt in industrials 
that would affect every wage earner 
from the Atlantic to the 'Pacific." 


The Morgan document views prac- 


tically the entire course of the Pujo 
investigating committee and is in an- 
swer to nearly all the charges made 
before the committee. The brief was 
submitted in response to an invitation 
by Chairman Pujo for witnesses to 
supplement their testimony if they so 
desired. 


The appearance of the brief at this 


time led to the charge by some mem- 
bers of the committee that it was in- 
tended chiefly to blanket the commit- 
tee's report which will be made public 
tomorrow. 


FURTHER EVIDENCE 


IN ARSON HEARING 


Developments Eipected In Sooth 


Bend Case, 


South Bend, Ind., Feb. 28.—It requir- 


ed the voice of the court to prevent a 
fist fight between Prosecuting Attor-1 
ney Chester R. Montgomery and Ben-, i 
jamin Newmark, an employe of the I 
adjusting firm of Spira, Zar & Brown j 
of Chicago, during the trial of Ben j 
Kahn, arson suspect. 


During an intermission Prosecutor 


Montgomery left the courtroom. Step- 
ping into the corridor, Newmark, who 
was standing in the hall, is said to 
have remarked: 


"There are a lot of stool pigeons 


around here. Here comes one oE them 
now." 


Mr. Montgomery leaped at New- 


mark, 
demanding an explanation. 


Judge Walter A. Funk, sitting in the 
case, "heard the controversy and or- 
dered a bailiff to silence the disturb- 
ance. 
Mr. Newmark later' declared 


that having just arrived in South Bend 
from Chicago, he did not know Mr. 
Montgomery's identity. 


The state scored heavily in the 


Kahn case upon cross-examination of 
James Ennis, master in cliancery in 
,Cook county superior court, who ad- 
mitted that the firm of Spira, Zar & 
Brown, Chicago adjusters, paid him 
$50 to come to South Bend and tes- 
tify as a handwriting expert. 


Harry Brown, the junior member of 


the adjusting concern, is under indict- 
ment in both South Bend and Chicago 
on arson charges. Nathan Spira, the 
head of the firm, was later called to 
the stand and admitted he was paying 
half of the expenses of Kahn's de- 
fense. He denied any connection with 
the so-called "arson trust."
